Mr Selwyn Lioyd, the British Foreign Secretary, proposed today 
the United Nations Security Council go into private session next week 


vn the Suez dispute, 


Opening the debate un the issue, the Foreign Secretary declared: 

“It seems to me that after there has been a chance for thoge who 
wish to state their views in public session it would be a good thing for 
the Council to move into private session.

Mr Lioyd, open the debste, 
presented on Angio-Freneb 
resolution asking fur a five- 
point plan of action by the 
Council, 


The Resolution 


The resolution requested the 


Counell; 


and guarentees which all the 

usgs of the Canal enjoyed 

under the system upon which 
the Convention was founded 

—that is to say the operation 

of the Canal by an entity 

having an intexmationad 
charnoter, 

3. To approve the action 
of the 18 states at the first 
London conference In putting 
forward the p' janes 
which are denigned to bring 
about a ptactful solution of 
the question in conformity 
with Justloe, 

4. To recommend the gov- 
ernment of Exypt to negotiate 
on the basis of there pro- 
ponals and thus to co-operate 
In working out an effective 
system of operation for the 
Canal. 

6. Finally; to recommend 
the government of Egypt in 
the meantime (0 co-operate 
with the Suez Canal Ustrs’ 
Association, 

The Foreign Secretary told the 
Council: "1 do not buve to re- 
mind members in this chamber 
that, oy part of its duty to keep 
the peace, it is the role of the 
Security Counc!l to preserve the 
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which Is the only 
for bnr- 
monious relations between 
nations , 

“The Council must act in acs 
cordance with the purposes and 
princlpies of the United Nations. 

“This $s a great opportunity 
for the Uniteit Natlong to up- 
hold justice and redress a Fitua- 
tion which endungers the ccono- 
mie jife of many nations.” 

By upholding justice and the 
sanctity of internatlonal obliga- 
atons, he added, the Counecll would 
help tuwardy a out- 
come of this dangerous situa- 
tion, 

The Council would be “open- 
ing the way towards further 
¢fforts tg promote a peaceful 
soluWon of the grave situation 
which now thrertens us also,” 


he enid, 
“ frst prerequisite,” 
added Mr Lioyd, “is to 
catablbh a oa fair basis

Britain's‘ Position . 


The Foreign Secretary, sum- 
marbed what he sald wos 
Britain's position in “two short 
propositions,” 

They are: “1, We are deter- 
mined to uphold our righte— 
tights, properly secured and 
guarnnteed, to {ree — transit 
through this International water- 
way, In this we act not morcly 
for ounselvey but for all those 
who depend upon the Canal, 

“2, We seck o peaceful solu- 
tion by negotiation arc have 
stated a basis for negotiation 
which we beHeve to be just both 
to the users and to Egypt. 

“For theso_two propositions,” 
declared Mr Lioyd, “we cok, in 
the eause of peace, the endorse- 
ment of this Council” 


Bofore Introducing the resolu- 
tlon, Mr Lloyd, traced the 
Canal's history up to nationalisa- 
tion last July 26 and declared: 
“of course the Canal is googra- 
phically part of Egypt. 

“It is under EgypUon sover- 
cignty, but that does not mean 
the absence of international 
rights. That does not confer 
upon Egypt the right to destroy 
ihe inverting) rights which 
exist,” 


The Egyptian government's 
action had destroyed the balance 
of the scheme sect up by the 
1888 Convention of Con- 
stantinople and they had te- 
moved one of the guaranteca 
afforded under tho rgeLn+ of 
the convention to tha user in- 
terests, Mr Lloyd. salé. 

“This ig contrary to the basis 
of the ention," he went on,
